Money. 


The relation of money to mankind has not 
changed much in two thousand years, except 
that in our own time the love of money has 
entered into the church more emphatically 
than in the early day of Christianity. Covet- 
oushess was a vice two thousand years before 
Christ, just as certainly as it is now in the 
twentieth century after Christ; so that it was 
necessary for Moses in ancient times to say, 
“Thou shalt not covet,” “Thou shalt not steal,” 
and “In it” (the sabbath day) “thou shalt not 
do any work, thou nor thy man servant, nor 
thy maid servant, nor thy ox, nor thy ass, nor 
thy stranger that is within thy gates.” Thus 
seventeen hundred years before Christ, Moses 
was compelled to strike with three of the Ten’ 
Commandments at the love of money; of 
which James said, soon after the Savior 
taught, “The love of money is the root of all 
evil.” Jesus himself said, “How hardly shall 
they -that have riches enter inte the kingdom of 
heaven,” And we find the following truthful 
words in the Lutheran Observer of October 


28, 1898: 


Money AND Happiness.—The late Charles Pratt, of 
Brooklyn, founder of the “Pratt Institute,” remarked 
shortly before his death, “There is no greater humbug 
in this world than the idea that money can make a man 
happy. I had no satisfaction with mine until I began 
to do good with it.” 

Much of the trouble of our own time, in the 
strife between employers and labor unions, 
comes from the love of money. An anonymous 
writer in the Catholic Standard said: 

Most of our discontent lies at the bottom of an 
empty purse—ready to ery aloud when the clasp is 
unfastened. Yet the wealthy are not happy; that has 
been proved over and over again. Money can buy a 
great deal, but there are more unpurchasable than pur- 
chasable things; there is still in the world a vast 
quantity of unbought grace. No one can buy real 
affection, genuine respect, ‘unwavering faithfulness— 
these, beyond price, may be the free gifts of the money- 
less; may be denied furever to the much moneyed. A 
London journal once offered a prize for the best defini- 
tion of money. This won: “Money is an article which 
may be used as a universal passport to everywhere— 
except Heaven, and as a universal provider of every- 
thing—except happiness.” 

Yes, money is not a passport to happiness; 
but men defile themselves in getting it, and 
defile their hands in handling it. And that 
makes us think of the physical condition of 
the money itself. So many Christians are. 
afraid to take of the common communion cup 
because some unclean person may have touch- 
ed it; but they shrink not from the dirtiest 
dollar bills, which may have passed through 
houses of uncleanness, and where even in- 
feetious disease has not been stamped out. The 
Journal and Messenger of December 15, 1898, 


said: 


The condition of the one and two dollar bills of our 
paper currency is also a disgrace to a government of a 
great people. It is well for us that there is a large 
number of silver dollars in circulation, for sanitary 
reasons. These, to be sure, are not entirely unobjec- 
tionable. In some clubs in England all the change is 
washed before being given to the members. But a 
metallic currency is comparatively clean. Paper money 
should not remain in circulation after it begins to show 
wear. It is true the banks send in thousands of dol- 
lars to the subtreasury every day, but they pay out 
as much more which ought to be redeemed, and the 
‘government, by printing more one and two dollar bills 
and making the redemption of worn currency easier, 
could greatly improve the condition of that in cireula- 
tion. 


But oh! how we want money! How we wish 
for it! How we plan for it! How we work for 
it! How we steal for it! We even debase our 
churches té get it. We notice the following 
in the Church Advocate of April 23, 1902: 

When we attempt to estimate the moral power of 
the church in the United States we must not forget 
what the church actually is. It surely is not the ideal 
church of the New Testament. In the United States 
the church membership foots up the enormous aggre- 
gate of over 28,000,000, out of a population of -77,000,- 
000. When the thoughtless and inexperienced theorizer 
takes up these figures he is apt to conclude that the 
church has power to effect almost any reform. So it 
would have, if! But there is the trouble. There are. 
we hope, nrillions of this vast number of communicants 
who are patterns of piety and holy living, who have the 
power as well as the form of godliness. But, oh! how 
low down in the seale of morality are millions of com- 
municant church members. Here is an example of one 
of the lowest, let us hope, of the thousands of churches 
in the United States. Recently the pastor issued cir- 
culars, advertising a church social. One of these con- 
tained this paragraph: 

“There will be a kissing party, a sparking society, 
honeymoon opera, Wild West bazar, ete. All husbands 
and wives and young men and !adies will exchange 
companions to enjoy their supper. Admission, 25 
cents.” 

A crowd of citizens prohibited the social in the 
church. 

He then advertised a revival service, from which this 
paragraph is quoted: 

“Right Rev. Dr. Smart, one of the most comic 
speakers in America, will speak, and an opera singer 
from Chicago will furnish the singing. * * * Seventy- 
five per cent. of our membership chew and smoke to- 
bacco, drink wine, beer and whisky for the stomach’s 
sake, and use profane language moderately. We are 
not religious cranks, and permit our members to do 


whatever they please, so long as they support the 
church.” 


In another circular announcing a social he says the 
people can have all they want to eat if they pay 25 
cents. The footnote says: “Surely you can pay this 
much to help us out of our church debt. God seems to 
have deserted us. Good people, for heaven’s sake do 
come and help us out.” 

No-wonder God had deserted that Pennsyl- 


vania “church,” if church it could be ealled. 


OrneR Marrers or GENERAL INTEREST ARE: 
Money, per capita, in the United States has 
increased to $30. The great (Chicago) Wash- 
ington Park races have been discontinued on 
account of the police prohibition of gambling. 
This startling act even confirms the contention 
of the religious classes that horse-racing and 
gambling had become synonymous. The pro- 
secution of the land frauds has been discon- 
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tinued by the. Government. President Reose- 


velt was unanimously nominated by the Re- 
publican convention for president of the Unit- 
ed States, and Senator Fairbanks, of Indiana, 
for vice-president. President Roosevelt has 
not replied to Tyner. Cortelyou is to be chair 
man of the Republican national committee. 
Before the New York Chamber of Commerce 
there was a heated discussion concerning 
Filipino independence. The president of the 
Filipino commission said he could return to 
the islands with the knowledge that not all 
Americans ‘insulted the intelligence of the 
Filipino. Joseph Reed has been expelled from 
the University of Denver because he criticized 
the governor of Colorado. But the governor 
is defendant now that the military has been 
withdrawn to the amount of $1,200,000 in 
damage suits for his late actions. Americans 
now own one-fourth of the real estate of Cuba. 
The Czar seems to intend to punish the peo- 
ple of Finland for the assassination of its late 
governor, and to take measures to intensify 
the oppression there. Pirates loot houses 
along Long [sland Sound. Officials exploded 
dynamite to raise bodies of victims of the 
Slocum disaster. Papers and ministers are 
discussing the “lesson of the disaster.”’ Gentle- 
men, the difficulty is—the great corporation. 
See Iroquois. The great corporations destroy 
our civilization; we owe them absolutely noth- 
ing. Prior to this disaster the corporations 
had “killed the bill” for the protection of 
travelers by steamboats; their officers consid- 
ering it cheaper to pay damages than to pro- 
vide against accidents. We are being tamed 
to submit. The bull-fight at St. Louis, which 
lately failed, we supposed to be under the ap- 
proval of the Fair; but we were wrong: it was 
an outside speculation, not on the grounds. 
The giving of the Congo country to the king of 
Belgium was a sin against civilization. Only 
ingland and the United States treat “native 
races” justly; and we cannot honestly boast. 
The Baptists and Presbyterians, are “weeding 
out” the destructive critics from their theo- 
logical seminaries. Let such critics be honest, 
and stay out. Bryan, in a speech at New 
York, opposed Parker as the candidate of the 
Democrats, fearing that he was the candidate 
of the “trusts.” The papers make themselves 
absurd by long garrulity about the kidnaped 
inillionaire American citizen, Perdicaris, who 
was not born on this continent, and who has 
not resided in America for many years, if ever, 
and for whose ransom $55,000 is paid by 
Morocco, persuaded by United States war- 
ships. The applause at Roosevelt’s nomina- 
tion lasted three minutes longer than at Mc- 
Kinley’s. Addicks claims that he will be the 
next senator from Delaware. Employers in 
Chicago were fined for violating the child la- 
bor law. Women appeared as delegates for 
the first time, at the late Republican national 
convention. Mrs. Eddy’s Christian Science 
followers arranged themselves along the side 
of the road, and she drove slowly along, letting 
them see her through the carriage window. 
There «ce 600,000 Jews in New York City. 
Prof. Shailer Matthews, in delivering the bac- 
calaureate sermon at the University of Chica- 
go, said: this age is becoming, “if it has not al- 
ready become an age of religious indiffer- 
ence.” The captain of the beautiful yacht that 
turned his vessel about and from a safe dis- 
tance watched the burning General Slocum, 
though claiming to have sent a skiff to pick 
up-the people from the water, was in strong 


contrast with tle brave masters’of tugs, row- 
boats and other vessels, that played the part 
of heroes, not by deputy, but themselves, and 
rescued the burning or drowning people. Is it 
true that- Whitelaw Reid called President 
Schurman, of Cornell, a “copperhead,” because 
at the late banquet at Delmonico’s he advo- 
cated giving Filipinos independence? Edi- 
tor D. F. Day, of Colorado, criticized a decision 
of a court, and was fined $300. He refused to 
pay, and was put in jail. Moody, secretary 
of the navy, becomes attorney general,*in the 
place of Knox, and Metcalf of California, be- 
comes secretary of commerce, in place of 
Cortelyou. Secretary of War Taft, in speak- 
ing in the temperance state, Kansas, had the 
bad taste to introduce some sneers at the pro- 
hibitory law. Why is it that the War Depart- 
ment of the United States-must be all the time 
on the liquor side? And yet this Taft, sneer- 
ing at the law of the state where he is invited 
to make a speech, is in training for appoint- 
ment to the Supreme Court of: the United 
States. We need something better. In Berke- 
ley, California, a prohibition town of 20,000, 
there is not a single policeman. Ohio people 
should make the Brannock Law elections a 
success for temperance. Three saloons have 
been blown up in North Grove, Ind., in twelve 
years. In an important naval battle near Port 
Arthur the Japanese sunk one Russian battle- 
ship and disabled another, and seriously dam- 
aged a cruiset. Dowie is again in the United 
States. Paul Morton has been appointed sec- 
retary of the navy. We hope he will preserve 
the temperance rules of the navy. Perdicaris, 
the Moorish-American citizen kidnaped, has 
been released. The Methodist general confer- 


ence overwhelmingly voted down the proposi- 


tion to permit Methodist churches to use indi- 
vidual communion cups. Great opposition is 
springing up to the evangelist Torrey. Thomas 
A. Edison, the great inventor, makes charges 
of corruption against the United States patent 
oftice. Army officers assigned to duty on the 
Panama Canal are to have 50 per cent. addi- 
tion to their salaries, but are not satisfied with 
less than civilians receive. They are too 
greedy : for the civilians do not have life posi- 
tions with*retired pay in old age. The United 
States minister to. Morocco has demanded that 
the bandit chief Raisuli be punished for kid- 
naping Perdicaris. Justice Gaynor laid down 
the sabbath law, and the police will stop. base 
bill on Sunday. Honor to New York! In 
order to compete with the American company 
a steel trust is being formed in Germany, Eng- 
land and Belgium. Dowie is to be welcomed 
home to-day like a conqueror. He brings with 
him one heiress, worth a million. 


Heavenly Riches. 

“Happy is the man that findeth wisdom, and the man 
that getteth understanding. For the gaining of it is 
better than the gaining of silver, and the profit thereof 
than fine gold” (Prov. 3:13-14). 

“Godliness is profitable for all things, having promise 
of the life which now is, and of that which is to come” 
(1 Tim. 4:8). a 

The Christian is in partnership with God. 

He is a co-worker with God in every good or 
benevolent enterprise. Jesus calls him the salt 
of the earth. He lays up “treasures in heaven,” 
and has the promise of the life which now is 
and that which is to come. (How terrible, 


when death’s curtain is raised, and we see the 
multitude wrecked by sin in the midst of their 
worldly wealth, and, hear their lamentation, 
“The harvest is past!” On the-other hand; the 


righteous even here taste many good things, 
and enjoy the fruits of virtue). The Christian 
understands these passages: 


“In the ages to eome he might show the caceeding 
riches of his grace.in kindness toward us.” (Eph. 2:7.) 

“Having the eyes of your heart enlightened, that ye 
may know what is, the hope of his calling, what the 
riches of his inheritance in the saints.” (Eph. 1:18.) 

“To preach unto the Gentiles the unsearchable riches 
of Christ” (Eph. 3:8). 3° 

“I counsel thee to buy of me gold-refined by fire, that 
thou mayest become rich’ (Rev. 3:18). 

“Charge them that are rich in ‘this present world, 
that they be not high-minded, nor have their hope set 
on the uncertainty of riches, but on God, who giveth 
us richly all things to enjoy; that they do good, that 
they be rich in good works, that they be ready to dis- 
tribute, willing to communicate; laying up in store for 
themselves a good foundation against the time to 
come” (1 Tim, 6:17-19). 

Moses accounted “the: reproach of Christ greater 
riches than the treasures of Egypt” (Heb. 11:26). 


Be “rich toward God.” 

Christians have a vineyard at home to work 
in. ‘They have a wedding. garment to wear. 
They have talents (five) given them by God to 
use. They seek goodly pearls and find them. 
They get treasure; that to the worldly eye is 
hidden in the field. Their home is like. the 
prodigal’s father’s house, where the hired serv- 
ants “have bread enough and to spare.” 


Dark Spots in the Generation of 
Genesis. 


Genesis 9:6. “Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed; for in the image of God made 
he man.” 

Men’s blood is shed who are not in the army. But 
how are we to stop bloodshed while war continues in 
all of its hideous enormity, in the face of the above 
quotation ? 

Did God make the black man black? Certainly the 
“black man” and the “red man” and the “white man” 
cannot all be in “the image of God.” I can answer it 
only one way, namely: When'men are regenerated and 
born again, then, and not until ‘then, can they be in 
“the image of God.” “In the beginning” regeneration 
began. The devil introduced degeneration into the 
“Garden of Eden,” which also began among the sons 
and daughters of men, and Cain and all of his posterity 
became “degenerate sons,” inter-marrying with the 
daughters of men. “Cain was a fugitive and a vaga- 
bond” nearly 6,000 years ago. He had killed his brother 
Abel, leaving Adam and Eve without another heir 
(first-born son) for 130 years. In the -meantime Cain 
and his wife had begotten’ seven generations of sons 
and daughters, counting the first-born son the first- 
born of his generation. Hence Cain had become a 
great, great, great, great, great-grandfather. before 
(Gen. 5) “Mr.. and Mrs.’ Adam” had another heir, and 
called his name Seth. And the Adams “lived eight 
hundred years and begot sons and daughters.” 

Then the Seth family was formed, and at the age of 
an hundred and five years begat Eros. Enos, being 
a first-born son, was permitted to form a family of 
Enos’s at the age of ninety years. But Seth lived’ and 
begat sons and daughters for eight hundred and seven 
years, but after the “old English style,” nobody but 
“first-born sons” counted as the head of a family, and 
each family, lasting about “eight or nine hundred 
years,” was “a generation.” So Adam’s generation be- 


‘gan 3,874 B. C., 130 years after Adam and Eve in the 


garden, and Adam lived 930 years, and died B. C. 
2.944. 

It must be remembered that Adam lived till after 
“Enoch walked with God 365 years, and God took him.” 
Adam also lived till after Methuselah and Lamech 
and Noah were born. And while Adam died before 
Shem; Hany and Japheth were born, perhaps;. yet Me- 
thuselah must have lived until Noah began to build 
the ark. (A marginal reference makes his death the 
year before the flood; -so Noah had some aged ad- 
visers.) After the flood, Shem, Ham and Japheth 
counted as heads of families or tribes. And while this 
destroyed the law of primogeniture in Noah’s family. 
yet the curse of Noah upon Canaan (Gen. 9:25) cer- 
tainly has mystified that portion of the Genesis of the 
human race in a way that is at least perplexing to us 
Americans. . 

Some think it was settled during the “war for the 
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Union,” but I have failed to interpret it that way. 

The “black man,” the “red man,” and the “bond- 

woman” are certainly’ factors that are not pleasing 

the offspring of the “free woman.”

‘ ANSWER. 


We should be guarded against very definite 
conclusions as to important theories, based on 
statistics of the book of Genesis; seeing that 
there are so many differences of opinion con- 
cerning those scanty records which cover: such 
great reaches of time. They are only touches; 
her and there. 


But concerning the Canaanites, we need not 
perplex ourselves much; for they were wiped 
out; Carthage by Rome, Tyre and Sidon by 
Nebuchadnezzar and Alexander the Great, 
and the Canaanites by Joshua, the last acting 
under the direction of the Lord, before the 
others in time. The Canaanites were civilized, 
but were very corrupt, as far as we can find 
out, in every branch of the race. Even re- 
fined Carthage, as late as the time of the Punic 
wars, sacrificed young people of the highest 
families to the gods. 

There are many things attributed to the 
book of Genesis to which that book does not 
allude. Difficulties are injected into it. 

God has condemned the shedding of blood 
from the very beginning; but the execution, 
without malice, of the assassin and of the 
races of assassins, where necessary, is approv- 


‘ed by civilization, and sometimes: commanded 


by God. 


To Union Christian College Stock- 
holders. 


Dear Breruren :—The interests of the pure 
principles of Christianity, advocated by the 
Christians, and dear to them, require us to 
address you with. reference to the ownership 
of Union Christian College. 

The institution was long supposed to be 
faithful to the Christians, and thereby gained 
the favor of the public. 

The majority of the trustees at present in 
oftice can be depended on, and have secured the 
election of Rey. C. J. Jones, D.1)., to the presi- 
deney. He has begun his work under circum- 
stances which are in the main encouraging; 
but a small element in the Board of Trustees, 
and a larger element among the active stock- 
holders, who have recently been voting, may 
make it difficult for Dr. Jones to conduct the 
college in the. interests of the Christians, ac- 
cording to his privately and publicly declared 


purpose.

The Christians lost Antioch College through 


appointing,and through receiving into the 
management persons of other denominations. 
In the late stockholders’ meeting at U. C. C€ol- 
lege, Christian. brethren, nominated by Chris- 
tian conferences, were defeated as candidates 
for trustees by arbitrary rulings of a chair- 
man who was not a member of the Christian 
denomination, on technicalities contrary to 
the. precedents of the college itself. 

It is a struggle managed in the interest -of 
sectarianism, against the people who-founded 
the college.

Notwithstanding the arbitrary 
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which Christian brethren nominated by ‘our 
own conferences were deféated for the trus- 
teeships, and persons. not residing within the 
bounds: of these conferences, and not Chris- 
tian members anywhere, were elected trustees, 
the net loss to the Christians on the board of 
trustees was only one or two; and the major- 
ity of the board are still faithful.

By the active exertions of some members of 
the faculty and a few other brethren, $20,006 
were recently raised to secure the $30,000 
offered by the late Hon. F. A. Palmer to add 
to the endowment fund which had been mis- 
managed, prior to the secretaryship of Prof. A. 
M. Ward. Much other money has been poured 
into the institution by the Christians; . anid 
only a trifling amount by other denominations 


unless compensated for.

The Cosmos. 
hY REV. THOMAS HOLMES, D.D., LL.D. 
BEFORE “ THE BEGINNING.” 

Since there was a beginning, and since eter- 
nity has no beginning, there must have been a 
before-the-beginning. Jesus says (John 17:5 
and 24), “Glorify thou me with the glory 
which I had with thee before the world (cos- 
mos) was; and, “Thou lovedst me before the 
foundation of the world.” There were exis- 
tences, then, before “the beginning”. mentioned 
in Gen. 1:1 and John 1:1. What were they? 
I answer, They were space, duration or eter- 
nity, and God. 

Of space and duration little need be said 
except that, indisputably, they are self-exis- 
tent and infinite. They are simply existences. 
They have no life, no thought, no activity, no 
attributes of any kind; and the conception of 
their existence, self-existence, and infinity is 
not difficult. We may note, however, in pass- 
ing, that space furnishes the room within 


which to plant the universe (the cosmos) ; 


and duration, the time necessary for its 
growth, its evolution. 
The conception of God is different. Since 


life, thought, and efficient activity belong to 
him; and since we become acquainted with no 
such facts by observation or experience, un- 
connected with efficient causation, the inquiry 
arises instinctively, How do we know there is 
such « Being? In searching for an answer to 

we are forced to the alternative 
that our notion that events re- 
sult from efficient causes is a delusion, or of 
assuming, without any further evidence than 
the necessity of the case, that there is an un- 
caused, that is self-existent Cause, in whom 
this law of sequence had its origin, and who 
is the original and all-sufficient Cause of all 
things that have had a beginning. This tn- 
caused Cause we call God. 

When any further evidence of the 
reliability of this reasoning, I do not go to an 
encyclopedia, or somebody’s Systematic The- 
ology, and read the arguments “ontological,” 
and “cosmological,” and “teleological,” but I 
open my Bible and read, Ex. 3:14, “And God 
said unto Moses, 1 AM BECAUSE I AM. 
This is the 
rational and most intelligible reason 
ever given for the existence of the Supreme 
Uncaused Cause of all things, because it is a 
simple statement of the simple fact. Argu-

‘cal may be ef value as evidence of plan, design, 


intelligent action, but they furnish only in- 
direct evidence of existence. God’s own word 
for that weighs more than all the rest. It is 
reliable and all-sufficient. Let the matter rest 
right there. Having thus satisfactorily con- 
vinced ourselves, or rather found firm footing 
for our faith respecting the existence of God; 
guided by observation, experience, careful, 
logical reflection, and we hope by his Spirit, 
we will proceed reverently to learn whatever 
we may respecting him. Our inquiry pertains, 


, just now, to that portion of eternity that pre- 


ceded “the beginning.” What may we ration- 
ally suppose, or imagine, respecting him dur- 
ing that inconceivable period? Do not shrink 
back. There is nothing to fear. There is not 
a truth in the universe, whether it relates to 
Creator or creature, that God is not willing we 
should know, if we will find it. There is noth- 
ing too sacred for the most free and searching 
investigation. Above all things, we need have 
no fear nor hesitation in inquiring into the 
nature, essence, constitution, attributes, mo- 
tives and methods of the Deity. There is 
nothing about God that he is unwilling we 
should know. The more we know about him, 
the more we shall revere him, the more per- 
fectly shall we love him, and the more intelli- 
gently and acceptably shall we be able to 
serve him. 

As for exploring this mysterious period, I 
am not the first to venture into its fathomless 
depths. Who has not wondered what God 
was doing before the fullness of time arrived 
in which he should pronounce the first creative 
fiat? It is because the inquiry is in every 
mind, and because I am so painfully im- 
pressed with what seem to me the absurd, un- 
natural and hurtful ideas commonly enter- 
tained respecting him, that 1 venture to pre- 
sent what I believe to be an entirely new the- 
ory on the subject. 


Probably no conception of God, as existing 
before “the beginning,” has ever expressed 
more minutely and correctly the popular idea 
than the one given by Horace Bushnell, the 
master original and fearless thinker of the 
past century (Charles G. Finney excepted), in 
his work entitled “God in Christ” (pages 137- 
139). We copy it entire: 

“To bring the whole subject fully before us, let us 
endeavor, first of all, to form the distinctest notion 
possible of God, as existing in himself, and unrevealed. 
Then we shall understand the better what is necessary 
to reveal him. Of course, we mean, when we speak of 
God as unrevealed, to speak of him anterior to his act 
of creation, for the worlds created are all outgoings 
from himself, and in that view revealments of him. 
xod unrevealed is God simply existing as spirit, in 
himself. 

“Who now is God, thus existing in himself? Has 
he any external form, by which he may be figured or 
conceived? No. Is’ he a point without space—is he 
space without limit? Neither. Is he activity con- 
nected with any sort of mgtion? Certainly not; motion 
belongs to a finite creature ranging in the infinite. 
Is there any color, sound, sign, measure, by which he 
may be known? No. He dwells in eternal. silence, 
without parts, above time. If, then, we can apprehend 
him by nothing outward, let us consider, as we may 
without irreverence, things of a more interior quality 
in his being. Does he, then, act under the law of action 
and reaction, as we do? Never. This, in fact, is the 
very notion of absolute being and power, that itsacts 
without reaction, requiring no, supports, living between 
no contrasts or antagonisms. He simply IS, which 
contains everything. Does he, then, reason? No; for 
to reason in the active sense, as deducing one thing 
from another, implies a want of knowledge. Does he, 
then, deliberate? No; for he sees all conclusions with- 
out deliberation, intuitively. Does he inquire? Ne; 





for he knows all things already. Does he ‘remember ? 
Never; for to remember is to call up what was out of 
mind. Does he believe? No; for the virtue that he 
exercises is a virtue without faith, and radically dis- 
tinct, in that view, from anything ealled virtue in us. 
Where, then, is God; by what searching shall we find 
him out? by what sign is he to be known or conceived? 
Does he think? No, never, in any human sense of the 
term; for thought, with us, is only a finite activity 
under the law of succession and time; and besides 
this, we have no other conception of it. Has he new 
emotions rising up, which, if we could see them rise, 
would show us that he is? No; emotion, according to 
our human sense, is a mere jet of feeling—one feeling 
moving out, just now, into the foreground before others; 
and this can be true only of a finite nature. God, in 
such a sense, certainly has no emotions. What, then, 
shall we say? what conception form of God as simply 
existing in himself, and as yet unrevealed? Only that 
he is the Absolute Being—the Infinite—the I Am that 
I am, giving no sign that he is, other. than that he is.” 

Is not that a shocking picture of a living 
Ged? Infinite stagnation! No substantial 
form, not even a point in space; no activity. 
He neither reasons nor deliberates, nor = in- 
quires, nor remembers, nor believes, nor 
thinks. “He simply is, which contains every- 
thing.” Is what? I would anxiously ask. A 
myth? an abstraction? a human idea? an im- 
agination? a nothing? a nobody? Nothing 
more. Is it any wonder that men have doubt- 
ed the existence of a God, of whom the above 
might be a truthful description? After elim- 
inating every fact by which all the essential 
existences of which we have any knowledge 
are characterized, what is there left that can 
constitute existence? what to challenge a 
rational faith? 


. 


I think I hear some one say, “This represents 
God as he was before he commenced the work 
of creation. He has revealed himself in his 
works and in his word in a very different 
light.” Indeed! Then he is one thing, and 
has revealed himself to be another. The man 
that would do that, we would call an impostor. 
I accept no such subterfuge. A revelation of 
God is a revelation of what he is, not a mis- 
leading representation of what he is not. Nor 
has he changed. What he is now, he was then. 
If his condition then was that of infinite stag- 
nation, it is the same now, and will be eter- 
nally. The idea that God awoke suddenly to 
consciousness and activity, from a Rip Van 
Winkle slumber of eternal ages, and has been 
an active, thinking, feeling, willing being ever 
since, can never’ satisfy my conception of the 
God I adore, love and worship. Such a theory 
cannot be true. If, then, I do not accept this 
theory, which certainly has for ages been the 
popular one, my reader’s very pertinent ques- 
tion will be, “Can you give us a better one?” 
My answer is, I will try; and whether I suc- 
ceed or not, my readers shall themselves be’ the 
judges. 

My first proposition is, God ueither changes 
nor represents himself to be what he is not, 
or was not at any former time, or will not be 
at any future time. God as: revealed, in his 
works, in his word, and in his son Jesus 
Christ, is God, as he was, is and ever’ will be. 
If he has no “external form,” why does he 
speak of his face, right hand, left hand, arm, 
back, eyes, nostrils, mouth and feet? If he 
occupies no place, how can he sit upon a 
throne? and how can both spiritual and ma- 
terial beings “stand in the presence of God?” 
If he has no feelings, how. can he show, com- 
passion, kindness, long-suffering, etc.? . The 
answer given is, “These are anthropomor- 
phisms.” | Anthropomorphisms! Who said, 
anthropomorphisms? Has God; anywhere, in 
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his works, in his word, or in his dealings with 
us personally, that'is, our experiences, said 
anthropomorphisms? I find it not. In all 
these particulars he has shown himself a liv- 
ing, planning, reasoning, thinking, acting, feel- 
ing, willing person. With such a God I can 
form an acquaintance and hold converse. To 
him I can tell my wants, my trials, my love. 
To his will I can submit my will, and realize 
that I am doing something. and understand 
what I am doing. It is not imagination, 
fancy, or something I cannot comprehend. He 
is just as real to me as Adam or Abraham or 
Moses or, David or Jesus, his “only-begotten 
Son.” I have not seen him, nor have I seen 
any one of those mentioned, but, with this 
view of him, lie is as really a living, active 
person to me as they are. I have heard his 
voice in my soul. I have felt the influence of 
his presence over my life; and the solemn fact, 
“Thou, God, seest me,” has the power of a 
living witness over my most secret thoughts 
and most private conduct. When I had those 
vague, mythical notions of God, ‘this was not 
the case. To me, then, as to most of the world 
to-day, God was nobody; now he is somebody. 
He is my Father. In his presence is my home. 
I love to sit by his side and visit with him. 
“In his presence is fullness of joy.” 


What do my judges say? Is not this a bet- 
ter notion of “our Father” than that present- 
ed in the above quotation? Reader, have you 
a personal acquaintance with him? are you 
a filial member of his happy family?

Is there that in my friendship 
which enables me to soar} is there that in this 
delight which startles my heart to join with 
the anthem of the cherubim; for, if so, I may 
take this thing with joy and thanksgiving 
counting it as innocent. 

“It is sanctified by the Word of God and 
prayer.” There are some friendships, fellow- 
ships and engagements which incapacitate us 
for prayer. You cannot turn from that hour 
which you have spent, and at the close of it 
say: Let us pray.

read your evening passage. This is the third 
great test. If, then, you realize that God, who 
knew your nature and made it, gave you, creat- 
ed for you, that joy, and fitted it to you with 
infinite ingenuity; if you realize that, so far 
from being hindered, you may turn to the 


most holy exercises of the closet and read your . 


Bible, und commune with your God, you may 
look up into the face of God and say: “Thou 
art the blessed God, the happy God, the God 
whose life is music, who art light and in whom 
is no darkness at all; and thou hast put this 
beautiful thing into my experience; I cannot 
thank thee enough, but I will rejoice and be 
glid; my heart shall sing for joy, and thou wilt 
be glad because I am glad.” 


There is nothing more exquisite in this_ 


world than the joy of little children; to see 
them quiver with delight, the little faces flush 
with joy and the eyes sparkle, and to have the 
child throw itself upon your bosom, crying: 
I am so happy. And sometimes it seems as 
though God comes into our life and says: 
“Little child, do not think I am always using 
the rod and administering the bitter cup; I 
must do so sometimes, not because I like it; 
but now, come and have a good time and enjoy 
yourself to your heart’s content.” 

You sorrowing people, take joy—open your 
heart to the glinting light. You lonely people, 
let God put in some gift of his tender thought- 
fulness to alleviate the monotony of life. You 
who have passed through a great bereavement, 
do not shut yourself up with it, but accept 
the. joys that God creates. 

But does not this go too far? How about 
the coarser pleasures? How about the ball, or 
the dance, or the theater? But surely it is not 
possible to pray over the theater, with its ex- 
citement and its baleful effect on the lives of 
the performers. It is not possible to give 
thanks over the vicious novel. It is not pos- 
sible to let ourselves go into animal, sensual 
delight with the texts I have enumerated be- 
fore our face. No; we can only be glad for 
things which God has made, things for which 
we can thank him, things which do not hurt 
or ruffle our holiest hours: these alone can 
come trooping into our heart with music. 

Kverything which God has made is beauti- 
ful.’ Oh, sorrow. God hath made thee: art 
thou beautiful! On, black, sable night, with- 
out star or moon, God hath made thee: are 
thou beautiful! Oh, terrible ache and pain, 
that gnaws at the heart and never leaves it 
for an hour: art thou beautiful! When we look 
at these things apart from God, they certainly 
startle, scare, and frighten us. ; 

Lut perhaps we are not chiid-iike enough. I 
like that story of Kingsley’s life. One sum- 
nies morning he was sitting with a friend in 
his study, and his little girl came in with a 
long worm, exclaiming, “Oh, father, look what 
a lovely worm I have got!” If we could see 
worms with a child’s eye, we should think 
them beautiful. God is so beautiful in himself 
that he cannot make anything which is not 
beautiful, and if we do not see beauty in 
things, it is only because our eyes are net open- 
ed vet; but some day, when we stand with 
him and see things in his light, all the horror 
and darkness. will pass away, and everything 
which bears his signature wil seem beauti- 
ful. We may not feel it to be beautiful, we 
may not see it to be beautiful, but we dare to 
believe that it is; and finally, in the very pres- 
ence of God, the scales will fall from our eyes, 


and we shall see that he hath made everything 
beautiful in its time. ; 

Do you love God? Do you dive back in the 
heart of Christ? Do you know God? Oh, 
embosom yourself in him! Let your life be 
hidden with Christ in God, and from _ that 
standpoint look out upon everything, and you 
will find that paradise has come back, and you 
will hear God say of everything that he has 
made, “Behold, it is very good.”

Who Is the Unprofitahle Servant? 
BY REV. J. PRESSLY BARUETT, D.D._ 

In Matt. 25:30, a certain character is spok- 
en of as an unprofitable servant. Who is he? 
Why is he unprofitable? What is his portion? 
It may be a profitable study, if we shall seek 
to answer these questions with reference to 
our individual relationship to the Lord and 
his work. 

1. Who is the unprofitable servant? I speak 
with confidence, even boldness, because the 
Word makes the answer plain. The unprofit- 
able servant is the man who received a gift 
from God for service, and then without excuse, 
let it remain unused in the Lord’s vineyard. 
It is not the sinner. He is not a servant. The 
man who was unprofitable, of whom complaint 
was made, was not an outsider, a man of the 
world, but a man who had come into the mas- 
ter’s fold, and had accepted a trust, and then 
did nothing with it. 

2. Why was he unprofitable? Manifestly 
because he did not trade on his Lord’s money ; 
that is, he did not use his life, with his talents, 
his opportunities and his privileges so-as to 
meet the approval of his Lord. He had kept 
it doing nothing; hidden away in a napkin. 
When the opportunity for service came, or 
for enrichment and enlargement, he did ‘neth- 
ing, and of course he was unprofitable; he bad 
gained nothing for his Lord. 

4. What is the portion of the unprofitable 
servant? Not a place in the alms house, not 
even the privilege to live on the talent, or the 
pound which he had refused to use, but he was 
to be cast out—into outer darkness, where 
there is weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

Another very interesting and important 
question is this: Who is the unprofitable 
servant in the chureh to-day, according to the 
forecast of the parable? Evidently his char- 
acter is foreshadowed in the first part of the 
chapter (Matt. 25), in the persons of the five 
foolish virgins. The only difference in the wise 
and foolish virgins is to be found, not in their 
outward appearance or qualifications, but in 
the absence of oil in their lamps. And what 
does the oil represent? Why the gift of the 


‘Spirit. So the wise virgin was really a Chris- 


tian who had sought and received the Spirit, 
and the foolish virgin was a church member 
who had ‘neglected to seek till he received the 
gift of the Spi it for service. The difference 
in these two persons appears, not in their un- 
likeness as to church membership and all the 
forms of religion, but in the fact that he had 
neglected to get the oil—the Holy Spirit for 
the illumination of his life and for making 
his service effective and fruitful in the Lord’s 
vinevard. 

Then plainly the foolish virgins represent 
the unspiritual portion of the church member- 
ship, who have neglected to seek till they re- 
ceive the Holy Spirit. while the wise virgins 
represent those who in all earnestness have 
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sought the enduement of ‘the Spirit till they 
have received him, and under his qualifying 
touch have gone forth to do effective service 
for God in the saving of a lost world. So much 
is the difference between the profitable and the 
unprofitable servants in the Lord’s work. The 
fashion is to-day to give our religion a glamour 
of intellectualism—and if anyone insists on 
the emphatic spiritual view, why he is con- 
sidered as a little off and not at all safe. 

If the religion of the Lord Jesus Christ is 
not deeply spiritual, then it is a deception; if 
the supernatural in religion is a myth, then 
we have only an intellectual substitute, and 
not a genuine religion. 

These men and women who. call themselves 
Christians, and yet have no appreciation of 
the spirituality of the teachings of Jesus, are 
far off from God, and they seem to know it 
not. I do not deny that they have a head re- 
ligion; but that is not the means of salvation, 
for Paul declares that with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness. I do not believe 
in a religion that has no head; but I do believe 
in a religion in which both the head and the 
heard are in close spiritual touch with God. 

The five foolish virgins were no doubt pos- 
sessed of a religion of the head, and as such 
they sought to live on the intellectual side of 
religion; but when the testing time came, when 
they were called to meet the Lord, then they 
found themselves not ready—they had no oil 
in their lamps, and of course had not been bap- 
tized of the Spirit. As they went to get the oil 
for their lamps, the bridegroom came and went 
in, and the five wise virgins with him, and 
then the door was shut, leaving the merely in- 
tellectual religionists out—unprofitable serv. 
ants to live in outer darkness where there was 
weeping and gnashing of teeth, 

In Matt. 25:30, the word “unprofitable” is 


used in the sense of worthless, or useless, and* 


that is true to the idea of the five foolish 
virgins; for without the gift of the Holy Spirit, 
they were usefess, worthless in the Lord’s

He 
also says the Lord has been our dwelling 
place in all generations. Solomon was a good 
man; he lived as king in splendor, with the 
riches of this world in his hands, but he looks 
to God and says all is vanity and vexation of 
spirit, and said that his trust was in ‘the Lord. 
Daniel was a good man and walked in God’s 
ways, and the Lord said, Stand in thy lot, 
Daniel; and the Lord saved Daniel. The Lord 
delivered him and stood by him because he 
walked in his paths. God "prepared men to 
look down through the vista of time to another 
dispensation, and they came out in language 
like this in Isaiah 2:2: “In the latter days 
many people shall say, Come, let us go up to 
the mountain of the Lord, to the house of the 
God of Jacob, and he (God) shall teach us of 
his ways, and we will walk in his paths.” ‘The 
prophet also says, “We will walk, every one of 
us, in the name of the Lord our God forever.” 
We now come down hundreds of years ‘later, 
where the God of heaven set up a kingdom that 
should have no end, which is the prophecy of 
Daniel, 44th chapter. This was fulfilled in 
the days of the Caesars by Jesus Christ, and 
is just as binding as it was when God spake to 
Enoch and Elijah and others; and the man 


' 


that did ,not obey God’s law then was dealt - 


with according to the crime committed, and it 
is the same to-day. The Lord says, “As I talk, 
you talk; as I walk, you walk, and if you love 
me, keep my commandments. Let love be 
without dissimilation; abhor that which is 
evil, cleave to that which is good. Love one 
another; let no man think more highly than he 
ought to think. Be of the same mind and the 
same judgment; mind not high things: conde- 
scend to men of low.estate. Be ensamples to 
the flock; feed the church of God.” These and 
many other things spake Jesus to the church. 
Paul and all of the apostles give us examples 





and warnings of the latter-day false religion. 
The apostle says; “In the latter days scoffers 
shall come walking after their own lusts; men 
shall become heady, high-minded, lovers of 
pleasures more than lovers of God: proud, 
boasters, disobedient to parents; unthankful, 
unholy, fierce despisers of them that are good.” 
He says, from such tur away. He admonish- 
es us to put on the whale armor of God, that 
we may be able to stand the wiles of the devil. 
And after we read God’s word from Genesis 
to the last chapter of Revelation, God winds 
up the law, setting forth all‘the penalties, and 
finally says, “Let him that is holy be holy still, 
and let him that is filthy be filthy still.” 

Now let us take a square look at many of 
the professors in these last days. A tide of 
worldliness has spread over this world; has 
filled pulpit and laity with pride and fashion. 
If this eontinues, in a few years old-fashioned 
preaching and praying and singing will be a. 
thing of the past. Men of God in the days of 
old spake as the Spirit gave them utterance; 
but in these last days there are too many man- 
made preachers. They are sent to some the- 
ological school to make them preachers, so that 
they can come at it after this manner: take 
the pulpit, take out his watch, and say, “I will 
entertain you just one half howr; don’t rever- 
ence God so much as_to kneel in prayer before 
him. Then my firstly, my secondly, my thirds 
ly,’ and so on. No spirit, no life, no sense, no 
enthusiasm-—nothing to make any one feel 
better by coming. Many times the choir which 
does the singing is made up partly of liars, 
drunkards, dancers, card-players, and persons 
who lead lieentious lives from day to day. 

Brethren, let us remember one thing that 
God said; he told the angel to go and measure 
the temple of God and the altar, and them that 
worship therein. I am truly sorry to say it, 
but it is so true that I must speak it, for I am 
told to declare the whole counsel of God: the 
old path is being left far in the rear; the songs 
are becoming ditty. The old fathers and 
mothers who enjoy old-time religion are termed 
old fogies by many modern-day _ religionists. 
Latter day-religion consists of a mixture of 
pride, disdain, wine-parties, socials, croquet- 
playing, novel-reading, progressive eucher. 
No wonder that God does not bless the 
preaching and the church as he did in 
other years. Yet we pray for God to bless the 
church and the preaching. Brethren, if we ex- 
pect God to bless the church and the preach- 
ing, let us preach right; let us not sanction 
wrong-doing in the church; let us:get in the 
old paths and keep in them: then the church 
of Christ will move on and God will bless his 
word as he did in days of old. God will not 
dwell in unclean temples.

. Men and women to-day are listening to 
Moses’ and John’s words, but Mary listened to 
Jesus’ words, sat at Jesus’ feet, satisfied with 
Christ only. Many love Christ, but do not sit 
at his feet. The beautiful graces (2 Peter 1) 
enable a soul to sit still when all is confusion 
around—marvelous calm of a holy heart. 
Mary heard, but it disturbed her not; she had 
chosen the good part; Martha had not. Mary 
was calm in persecution like her’Master. Here 
is the glory of a holy life. Christ was op- 
pressed, afflicted, reviled, but he opened not 
his mouth. The woman with the alabaster 
box gave Christ the best, the costliest things 
she had; nothing is too good for Christ. 


The good part is free for all, but how few 
choose it; too many are satisfied with Martha’s 
experience; many hide behind their environ- 
ments, trying to make clothes out of fig-leaves 
to cover their spiritual nakedness, but can’t 
hide from God any more than Adam could. 
Crucified with Christ—here is death pangs; 
conversion is birth. There is a vast difference 
between a physical birth and death. Salvation 
means conversion; sanctification means puri- 
fying—the life more abundant that Jesus tells 
us about: “I am come that ye might have 
life more abundantly.” The disciples had life, 
but on the day of Pentecost they got the life 
more abundantly (Gal. 1:16); the life of 
Christ revealed in Paul (John 14:28; Col 1: 
27; Gal. 4:18). Christ revealed to us as our 
Savior is one thing, and Christ revealed in us 
us an abiding Savior is another thing. After 
the temple was built and completed, the priest 
and-all withdrew, and then suddenly the glory

It reads like an article carefully prepared 
for the press. It is from the Rev! Thomas 
Holmes, D.D., and was written to the secretary 
of the convention, and for him alone; but the 
secretary is not selfish, and hence gives it to 
the readers of the Heratp. Brother Holmes 
writes me quite often, and his letters are all 
like books, except in their length. I hope that 
every reader of the Hpratp.may see this 
article and read it, for I am quite sure that in 
it is food for thought. 


“There is no portion of the H. G. L. that I read with 


tore interest .than the A. C. C. Department. Some- 
times your communications give me great pleasure, 


sometimes not a little pain. ‘It is the truth that cuts.’ 
Last week’s article, ‘Statistics, rolled a wave of grief 
over my spirit, that almost brought the tears. ‘Gone 
down!’ O how many churches T have known that have 
‘gone down. T ask myself, Why? .I ask my brethren, 
Why? I ask the ‘gone dosvn’ churches, Why? I ask 
the Lord, Why?) And I iget no satisfactory answer 
from any quarter, If ther -is a church on earth that 


— 


is built upon the foundation of the apostles and proph- 
ets, Christ Jesus himself being the chief corner-stone, it 
is the Christian Church. Seventy-two years of member- 
ship in that: chureh, sixty-one years of public service, a 
wide acquaintancé witli its public servants, and also an 
extended aequamtance with other denominations,” all 
unite in convincing evidence that there is no church in 
the land that maintains a higher standard of spiritual- 
ity; not one whidse iiinistry is more zealous for the 
salvation of souls; mot one in which there exists greater 
harmony or warmer fellowship; and not another in the 
whole lot that is not encumbered with a detrimental 


_ burden of human device, in the form of creed, name or 


rule, that bars from its communion some sincere fol- 
lower of the. Master. To all this may be added that 
fact, patent to all candid observers, that the majority 
of Christians in ‘the United States to-day believe fully, 
and openly declare their faith, in the one fundamental 
principle, ‘One is your Teacher, even the Christ, and 
all ye are brethren;’ and the tliree working principles— 
the Word of God the only divine creed; Christian’ ehar- 
acter the only test of fellowship; and ‘Christian’ the 
divinely given name for the followers of Christ. Why 
is it, then, that where our churches are planted, people 
do not flock to our standard, ‘lift up the royal banner,’ 


‘and stand by it to the last breath, and support it to 


the extent of their ability? I do not believe the reason 
is found in the ignorance of our ministry. But I do 
believe it is-found in the ignorance of the people with 
regard to the real principles of our church, and in the 
mistaken notion that we hold doctrines that we do not. 
Notwithstanding the one hundred and eleyen years of 
our history, most people have never heard of us; others 
know no difference between us and the followers of 
ilexander Campbell; and others suppose we are closely 
aftiliated with the Unitarians. (dd to these facts the 
conscientious. opposition of earnest, spiritual-minded 
Christians to the latitudinarianism, both in doctrine and 
practical life, that characterized Unitarians as a people, 
and [ think we shall conclude the principal reason why 
so many of our churches ‘have gone down.’ Considering 
the subject from this standpoint, it seems to me the 
remedy for the decline complained of is to be found in 
emphasizing in every community where we have a 
church, not so much some particular theological doc- 
trines as the importance of breaking down all sectarian 
walls and the coming together of all the followers of 
Christ under one banner, and presenting an unbroken 
front against the overwhelming tide of sin and death 
that is rushing with destructive pawer over our land to- 


day. It seems to me that this is the measure to be — 


pushed just.now, as the remedy for the decline of evan- 
geélistic power, and everywhere complained of. , When 
our ‘revolutionary fathers were agitating the importance 
of separation from Great Britain, they published a car- 
toon, répresenting a serpent cut into thirteen pieces, 
with the inscription, ‘Unite or Die” I think. a cartoon 
similar to that would represent the necessity of the 
church at this time. Who will raise the slogan and 
lead the movement that shall tarry the union efforts 
now abroad in our land beyond present-hopes and pros- 
pects, to the consummation so devoutly to be wished, 
after the fashion of the charge to the top of the Look- 
out Mountain? This is the opportunity of the Chris- 
tian Church.” May the great Head of the church arouse 
his people to see their opportunity and take advantage 
of it.”

Prefatory Note.—Piety is not a bar to pa- 
triotism. The recluse spirit is foreign to 
Christianity. The best service one can give to 
country need not diminish spiritual devotion. 
We cannot be quite guiltless and render less 
than the best in our citizenship. © 

Patriotic Methods.—Loyalty operates by 
recognized methods other than by a shout for 
the flag; the first of which is submission to 
authority. “Subject unto the higher powers” 
and to “every ordinance of man” is the rule. 
The law-abiding spirit is the first guarantee of 
good civil order. The short cut to anarchy is 
found in the spirit of insubordination. Indis- 
criminate and blind devotion is, however, not 
demanded, for the scripture text only exalts 
righteous government. Other conditions be- 
ing normal, submission proves to be a basic 
thing in stable government. 

‘The next thing in line, is loyal service. 
Help is the watchword. It is a duty to pay 
tax; “tribute to whom tribute is due.” It is 
only reasonable that all should share in the 
common burdens that support civil order. 

Other methods of help are also signified. -To 
“give honor to whom honor ®& due” is an in- 
junction to give and promote respect for 
magistrates. -If the bitter venom of the par- 
tisan demagogue was suppressed, there would 
be more political peace and fewer assassina- 
tions of high officials. 

Education and_ religion are necessary to give 
the culture needed to promote respect for of- 
ficial life. and, the best loyalty promotes both. 
We may find ample scope for the spirit of help- 
fulness in a purpose to help conform the peo- 
ple to type. The highest test of loyalty is by 
what it is and does. 

Ruling Motives.—Even loyalty could not be 
sustained without motives. Fear is cited as 
one: “Wilt thou not be afraid of the power.” 
It is wholesome for the people to fear to do 
wrong. The avenger has a restraining influ- 
ence in government. If we would dare to be 
a Daniel, let us likeshim, fear and refuse to do 
the wrong. 

Another motive is found in the words, “For 
conscience sake.” Yes, conscience is involved; 
for loyalty.is not a mere surface condition, it 
deals with the inner man. To be right with 
God is also to be right with the world. 

Reasons for Loyal Action.—The safety of 
society is secured. The magistrate is a terror 
to the evil; restraining it for public protection. 

Personal good is in the list. “The ruler is 





a minister of God to thee for good.” Personal 
protection, industrial opportunity, educational 
facilities, and religious liberty are not small

prizes for the citizens of our own country. 

Reputation is also at stake. “That ye may 
put to silence the ignorance of foolish men.” 
It is worth something to stand right in com- 
munity. Our mission is to all climes, with no 
unnecessary antagonisms to any people. Wise 
as or and harmless as doves is our Lord’s 
plan.

DEFIANCE COLLEGE. 

Kight graduates, young men and women, received 
their diplomas at the hands of President MeReynolds, 
of Defiance College, last evening. Soon after the 
Alumni Association welcomed their new members with 
a banquet. 

The commencement exercises Jast night were typical 
of the institution. Learned men and women were in 
evidence everywhere. The chapel was taxed to its ca- 
pacity. It was indeed a brilliant occasion. The cere- 
monies were excellent, and every speech delivered was 
full of thought. 

Miss Myrtle Kiefer, the retiring music teacher of the 
school, played the march. The graduates, board of 
trustees, the faculty and speakers of the evening 
marched in and took seats on the stage. 

The oration on “Means of Self-culture,” by Dr. T. 
M. MeWhinney, was a strong address. It was prepared 
more especially for the graduating class and contained 
the best there is in classical training. It was well pre- 
pared, the speaker reading from manuscript. Dr. Mc- 
Whinney’s analytical mind was demonstrated through- 
out the rendition of his entire discourse. It was pre- 
pared and delivered on scientific lines; on a basis of 
thought that was the highest. It was a deep lesson 
in the study of philosophy. The speaker divided his 
subject into two parts: the Divine side and the human 
side. In the former he traced the being from the time 
of birth, makipg comparisons between the pig and the 
child, if the latter were reared on lines like the for- 
mer. 

Entering' upon the last part, Dr. MeWhinney scored 
his best points. He said that the power to say yes to 
the right and no to the wrong, solves the massive, way 
to success or failure. That a strong will will do more 
to gain the goal of success than anything else. 

He then pointed out to the graduates in a most able 
tanner: the many opportunities yet open to young peo- 
ple in the world, and especially nature’s hidden forces 
yet to be discovered. 

The solo by Miss Carrie Cantlon was rendered in a 
very acceptable manner. “A Song from Heaven” was 
the title, and a most beautiful composition. Miss Lois 
Beard, probably for the last time, rendered a violin 
solo much to her credit, and the enjoyment of the many 
people present. Miss Theresa Cunningham sang a dif- 
ficult. song, “Gipsy Maid,” in a manner which reflected 
her excellent. training and her natural powers as # 
soloist. 

President McReynolds then stepped forth and an- 
nounced the names of the graduates. They were: 
Misses Adda Clevenger, Blanche Pratt, Lucy Lee, Amy 
Heater ; Messrs. Ford Bolton, Isaac Cassel, Forest J. 
Young and Edward Goller, All received the degree of 
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B. A., excepting one, whose sheepskin was for work 
in literature. President McReynolds made the presen- 
tation speech which was/a noble effort, strong and to 
the point. 

Immediately following the degrees of D.D., were con- 
ferred upon Rev. Elisha Mudge, of Maple Rapids, Mich., 
and Rev. B. W. Slagle, of this city. Both gentlemen 
responded to the occasion in a happy, but serious man- 
ner, and gave addresses that were will worth listen- 
ing to. 

Dr. Baker, of Springfield, made a few remarks con- 
cerning the nine colleges, including Defiance, which 
he is interested in in connection with educational work. 

Judge S. T. Sutphen as president of the board of 
trustees afose, and for fifty minutes gave a talk right 
from the shoulder to the hearts of all. His remarks

ster; art, Miss Bertha A. Kniffen. 

The above were the old teachers retained. Miss 
Beard, who leaves the school will be succeeded by Miss

Miss Keifer departs to her home in Michigan, and she 
is succeeded by Miss Flossie E. Whitney as teacher 
of the piano. She is a graduate of Hillsdale College.

It was nearly one o’clock when the ceremonies had 
ended. It surely concluded in a brilliant manner, and 
the commencement festival of Defiance College for the 
year 1904 will go down on history’s calendar as the 
best one so far. Eight graduates can look back to 
the events of this week and rest satisfied that their 
alma mater showed them the true course in the proper 
spirit of an upright, moral life.

We expect the International Executive Com- 
mittee to approve of this request, and the 
Toronto Convention to adopt the plan thus 
proposed. The Editorial Association has sug- 
gested the arrangement of lesson helps in such 
a way as to avoid the present confusion con- 
cerning the grades. The outline proposed is 
as follows: Primary, junior, intermediate, 
senior, advanced. There has always been a 
lack of uniformity and a consequent confus- 
ion of ideas when different grades of work 
were referred to in the great Sunday-school 
conventions, as the same thing was not always 
called by the same name. We shall be glad 
if this suggestion finds favor with the various 
publishers of lesson helps. 

We have been studying the life of our Lord, 
but now we turn to a study of the history of 
the kingdom of Israel and Judah from the 
time of the division under Rehoboam through 
a period of about 175 years, or from 937 to 
760 B. C. 

Let us not rest content with a study of the 
lessons as marked, or the verses as selected, 
but let us study the history entire for the 
given time. The scripture selections will furn- 
ish an outline for such a study, but we must 
fill it in by careful reading, and by consulting 
the best Bible dictionary at hand. Every 
Bible student in these days should have a set 
of Hastings’ Dictionary of the Bible. It isa 
storehouse of information to enrich your mind 
and improve your work as a teacher of the 
Word. If you cannot afford to own it, you 
may consult it in many of the public libraries 
of the land. .& W.

The United States has invited all nations to join with 
her in celebrating the acquisition of Louisiana,—an event 
which ranks in historical importance next to the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the making of the Constitution. 

With the purchase of Louisiana the natioual area was 
doubled in a day, and a bridge was furnished by which it 
speedily advanced to the Pacific. So great an event is 
worthy of great celebration, and al signs indicate that it 
will be commemorated on a scale of magnificence never be- 
fore approached in the history of nations. 

To many thoughtful people it has seemed that such an 
occasion would be incomplete without some special recogni- 
tion of its religious and missionary aspects. The Province 
of Louisiana, embracing to-day ‘thirteen States of the 
American Union, has, om the hour of its acquisition, 
been a faverite field of home missionary endeavor. Mili- 
lions of dollars and thousands of consecrated lives have 
been poured out to make it a Christian territory; and the 
results are magnificent, 

More than 380,000 Protestant churches alone are em- 
braced within its bounds, holding property to the amount 
of $70,000,000 and —— more than 2,000,000 com- 
municants. All but the smallest fraction of this gigantic 
result is the direct fruit of home missionary efforts. Its 
academies, colleges, and other institutions of learning, 
which also are the legitimate fruits of home missionary en- 
terprise, rank among our best known and most efficient 
instruments of Christian civilization. 


To these religious and educatioual peseeten is due in no 
small measure, the fact that this foreign province, known 
a hundred years ago as Louisiana, and at that time an un- 
explored wilderness, is now a as it is physically, 
the back-bone of the nation—furnishing homes for ene- 
sixth of our population, a peaceful, prosperous, homogene- 
ous family. 

Is there nothing in these facts to stir the Christian 
heart to jubilant gratitude and te justify a notable effort 
on the part of the churches of the whole land to celebrate 
in a worthy manner the religious pr of Louisiana? 

At a meeting of gentlemen cenehantines different Chris- 
tian denominations, the undersigned were appointed a com- 
mittee to arrange the details ef such a commemoration. 
They have selected Saturday, Sunday and Monday, October 
29, 30, and 81, for this celebration. Festival Hall, situ- 
ated in the very center of the St. Louis Exposition grounds, 
has been secured for the occasion. It accommodates 4,000 
people. Speakers of national fame are to be engaged for 
the sessions of Saturday and Monday, and dist shed 
representatives of the great Missionary Boards of the land 
will be present to make brief addresses. Inspiring music 
will lend cheer to all the gatherings. On Sunday, October 
30, the churches of St. Louis will epen their doors to the 
people for services appropriate to the celebration. 

It is particularly: desired and requested thut upon that 
day the ehurches throughout the country wil! take up the 
theme in their own way, and so magnify the great cause 
of Home Missions that the whole land shajl ring with the 
benefits already received and with appe s for a united 
forward movement for the kingdom of God in Ameriea. 
Such a day may well be signalized by generous thank-offer- 
ings to our Homé Missionary Boards. 

o this statement and appeal the committee invite re- 
sponses from all who are interested in the movement, and 
they will be glad of any suggestion that may centribute to 
the suecess of the celebration.

MISSION STUDY CLASSES AS A 
MEANS OF PROMOTING CHRIS- 
TIANITY. 








\ 


(Read. by Rev. C. B. Kershner. at the 
joint -convention at the Antioch, In- 
diana, Chutch, and published. by  re- 
quest.) : 

We take the liberty to change the topic 
as stated upon the program, or rather to 
qualify it so it reads, “Mission Study 
Classes as a Means of Promoting ‘Chris- 
tianity.” : 

We live in a time when the ‘obligation 
of extending the gospel is more felt than 
in many past ages. There:is much stir, 
motion and zeal in this good: cause. The 
brightest minds of the day are employed 
in thinking out new methods of work 
that will bring greater returns for the 
energy invested. Even those who seem 
not to be. burdened with an excess of 
piety themselves are in earnest to give a 
portion of what they possess to others. 

The activity of multitudes is. taking 
strongly this direction; and as men are 
naturally restless and -want room for ac- 
tion, and will do mischief rather than 


nothing, a philanthropist will rejoice” 


that this new channel is opened for car- 
rying off the super-abundant energies of 
multitudes, even if no other good should 
result from it. We hope, however, much 
other good will be done. We trust that 
whilst many inferior motives and many 
fanatical impulses are giving birth and 
action to large associations in Christen- 
dom, for which there is no particular 
need; whilst the love of sway in some, 
and the passion for doing something 
great and at a distan¢e in all, are rearing 
mighty institutions around us, still many 
sincere Christians are governed in these 
concerns by a supreme desire of spread- 
ing the gospel. They have found the, gos- 
pel an infinite good and would com- 
municate it to their fellow-beings. They 
have drunk from the fountain of life, and 
would send forth the stream to gladden 
every wilderness and solitary place, and 
to assuage the thirst of every anxious 
and afflicted mind. 

In order to accomplish this desire two 
things are necessary: 

1. That Christians give their lives for 
the extension of Christ’s kingdom-‘in non- 
Christian lands. 

2. Myese workers and their works must 
be supported by believers in Christian 
lands, for how shall they hear without 
a preacher, and how shall they preach 
except they be sent? 

The mission study class should be an 
important factor in bringing this about. 
Experience has taught us that listening 
to missionary addresses and circulating 
missionary literature are not adequate 
in themselves to arouse the church to a 
sense of her important obligations of 
spreading the gospel. A thorough, sys- 
tematic study of missions is necessary 
to supplement the work. The obligation 
therefore rests upon every church, pastor 
or conference to provide a comprehensive 
course of mission study. ‘The responsi- 
bility, however, does not end with this. 
The young people of the church must be 
led to enter upon the course when it has 
been provided, and, in the light of such 
study, decide whether they should labor 
in Christian or non-Christian lands; for 
labor they must in one field or the other, 
or fail'as Christians. 

Thomas Jefferson said, “Train the chil- 
dren, and what is impossible for us will 
be easy for them.” There are many ad- 
vanced in years in whom it is impossible 
to awaken a missionary interest or spirit. 
Their youth was devoid of the training 
now possible for the young. The pres- 
ent opportunity improved will make 
comparative easy work for the coming 
generation. The mission study will re- 
move ignorance and narrow-mindedness 
as nothing else can. 


Much of the lack of interest and sup- 
port of missionary enterprises are due 
to ignorance. Every Christian should be 
conversant with the difficulties in - the 
way of evangelizing the world. He should 
know what factors are necessary for the 
suecess of missions. He should be fa- 
miliar with the history of missions, not 
only of the particular branch of the 
chureh to which he may belong, but all 
branches, Catholic and Protestant. He 
should be able to see the influence mis- 
sions have had upon the world, the part 
they have contributed to its present. civ- 
ilization. He should be able, when nec- 
essary, to refute false charges, made by 
uninformed persons, which are so fre- 
quently brought against missionaries and 
their work. 


HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY 


Mission study classes will help us to 
pray more intelligently. How can -any 
one consistently pray, “Thy kingdom 
come,” without ‘a knowledge’ of missions ? 
Without a knowledge of missions that 
prayer is limited to the sphere of the 
narrow, and puny Christian who made it. 
A Christian must know something of the 
need of the mission fields, of the chayac- 
ter of the work undertaken by mission- 
aries, of the hindrances and of the prog- 


ress ‘being made, before he can intelli’ 


gently and earnestly and _ consistently 
pray, “Thy kingdom come; thy will be 
done.” 

Mission study is an aid ta spiritual 
growth. For inspiration and encourage- 
ment what is better than the study of 
the biographies of David Livingstone, 
Judson, Duff. Mackay, Isabell Thoburn, 
and other great missionaries? They 
placed their trust im Ged and he failed 
them not. A careful study of their lives 
can teach lessons of great value. One’s 
faith is lifted by coming in contact with 
them. 

For class study in biography, the fol- 
lewing text-books, published by the Stu- 
dent Volunteer Movement, will prove 
helpful: “Knights of the Labarum,” 
“Effective Workers in Needy Fields,” 
“Modern Apostles in Missionary By- 
ways.” There is sufficient literature for 
successful work in mission study classes. 
A careful consideration of our needs is 
all that is necessary ‘for a selection, 
which can be supplied .at a very small 
cost. We would advise every C. E. or 


church or pastor, if possible, to secure * 


the missionary libraries published by the 
United Society of C. E. and use them to 
awaken missionary interest. Especially 
should every pastor be a student of mis- 
sions. So far as human agencies are con- 
cerned, the stability of the missionary 
enterprise depends upon having a ’mis- 
sionary pastorate in the home churches. 
A strong base of supplies is always in- 
dispensable. The work in the mission 
field will languish unless the support by 
the home churches is adequate. The 
kingdom of Christ cannot be extended; 
missionary candidates cannot be sent out 
to the work to which they have dedi- 
cated their lives, unless pastors throw 
themselves with enthusiasm and convic- 
tion into the advocacy of and work for 
missions, 

Not only should the future pastor 
study missions, but it is evidently im-, 
portant that those who are to become 
lay members of the churches should be 
enlisted. How much easier the task of 
the pastor if he were intelligently sup- 
ported by lay members of his parish.

HOW THE FRENCH MAKE COFFEE. 


Coffee should be ground as needed. If 
ground too long in advance it dries and 
loses both strength and flavor. 

Roasted coffee must be kept in a dry 
and rather warm place, covered tightly 
in a tin box, or better still, in an earthen 
jar. It is easily injured by cold and 
dampness. Coffee is not made in France 
by the boiling process. The ground cof- 
fee is put into a filter and, boiling water 
poured slowly through it; in this way 
its full flavor is drawn out, without the 
acridity so often noticeable in _ boiled 
coffee. 

A French  coffee-pot is the simplest 
thing in the world, and if the few direc- 
tions given below are followed, anybody 
can make good coffee, The pot is in 
two parts, the lower portion receiving 
the liquid after it has filtered through 
the grounds in the top. It is most im- 
portant that the water. should be boiling. 

One tablespoonful of ground coffee is 
allowed for each cup, although if more 
than four cups are made, less is needed in 
proportion. For instance, for five cups 
four large tablespoonfuls of coffee will 
be sufficient; for six eups five tablespoon- 
fuls, and for eight cups six tablespoon- 
fuls would make very strong coffee. On 
the other hand, if but one cup is desired, 
two tablespoonfuls of: coffee would be re- 
quired. Water filtering too quickly 
through such a small quantity of coffee 
as one tablespoonful’ would not — carry 
with it sufficient strength and flavor. It 
is also necessary to have different sized 
pots for the different quantities of coffee 
to be made. | > ¢ 

Before placing the ground coffee in the 
filter, heat the two parts of the pot with 
boiling water, thus preventing the chill 
which would ensue without this precau- 
tion during the process of percolation. 

Measure as many <upfuls of water as 
you need cupfuls of coffee, “and one or 
two over, according to the quantity made, 
the grounds absorbing at least one cup- 
ful of liquid in four. When the water 1s 
in full ebullition pour it slowly over the 
grounds in the filter through the small 
strainer on top. Keep the water boiling 
during the whole process by replacing it 
over the fire whenever you have to wait 
for the subsidence of the bubbles which 
rise to the top. When the water has

DEACON THOMAS A. WORLEY. 


Perhaps-no layman in the Christian 
Church was more widely known t":a the late 
Deacon Thomas A. Worley, of Covington. 
Ohio. intering the Master’s service in his 
youth, he at once became active and promi- 
aent in the local church work.- His long 
life of over seventy years enabled him to 
participate in and witness, in all its stages, 
the development of the well known Coving- 
ton Christian Church. In its every en- 
deavor he was active and sympathetic, and 
his prayers and exhortations were always 
a source of spiritual uplift. He was great- 
ly interested in every improvement made 
upon the church property and found joy in 
every step that advanced its membership to 
a higher plane of spiritual life. He was a 
man of vision and was constantly forecast- 
ing something nobler and truly needful in 
the work and mission of the church. With 
him the progress of his church must know 
no pause. One success became but a step-, 
ping stone to another, now made more easy 
and equally obligatory. While yet on his 
sick-bed it became the joy of his heart to 
know that the old homestead and historic 
lot of his father, Elder Caleb Worley, which 
he had recently given the church for a par- 
sonage, was graced with a fine pressed 
brick edifice into which Pastor J. P. Barrett 
was installed. Happily, this lot was thus 
beautified and sacredly continued in hallowed 
occupancy and use a few days before the 
donor’s death. But when reminded .of this 
noble achievement, which his own zeal and 
charity had helped to push’ to completion, he 
at once called attention to the _ spiritual 
graces of the church, important and to be 
desired above all else. With all the stress 
he placed upon enterprise and liberality in 
giving, he attached a yet greater importance 
to_the spiritual life. 

Brother Worley possessed a marked and 
attractive personality, rare judgment and 
indomitable will. By these the remotest 
parts of the brotherhood were made to feel 
the touch of his influence and _ help. He 
was a warm friend of the HERALD or GosPEL 
LIBERTY and of our: Sunday-school litera- 
ture. He loved the Hpraup for its steadfast 
defence of the Christian faith. He also 
took and carefully read the Messenger and 
the Sun. He was determined to know what 
our people everywhere..were thinking, plan- 
lng. doing. In all these things he was a 
model layman and an example to the min- 


istry. Such a soul would at once enter 
with zeal into all the enterprises. of the 
church and could not be otherwise than a 
power in his own parish. And so he was 
in the Sabbath-school, the prayer-meeting, in 
visiting the sick. He was pre-eminently a, 
ministering angel to the sorrowing, the suf- 
fering, the poor. May his mantle, and his 
spirit in double portion, fall upon some one 
in the circles in which he so long served.

In temporal occupation Deacon Thomas A. 
Worley was a merchant. His large drug 
business expanded into an apartment store. 
But he was never too busy to talk about 
church and denominational interests. He 
could count money, fill a prescription, or 
wrap a package while speaking of church 
interests or uttering some kindly, Christian 
word to a customer. His religion turned 
the secular into the sacred, putting con- 
science and equity along with commerce in- 
to the yardstick and the scales. So say 
citizens that had traded with him fifty years. 
Thus his business life was made a stronger 
testimony for Christ than was the vocal em- 
phasis which his warm heart put into his 
exhortations and prayers. Such a life so 
won the confidence and affection of the peo- 
ple that the several newspapers of the 
county have given generous space to his 
memory. 


The home of Bro. Worley was noted for 
its - hospitality. The poor feasted at his 
table, and in his spacious dwelling many 
prominent guests came and went. Among 
all our people, perhaps no layman’s house 
has been a home to a larger numper of our 
ministers, those of an earlier day and those 
of the present time. To aged and worn-out 
clergymen he was a benefactor and friend, 
while in him the young minister had a well- 
wisher whose kindness in many cases was 
expressed in ways more tangible and helpful 
than mere words. Moreover, his several pas- 
tors found in him a steadfast friend, a kind 
and careful counsellor without interference 
or officiousness. His standards of ministe- 
rial example, purity and propriety, were 
high, but like the saints of olden times, he 
was more exacting with himself than with 
others. His convictions of right were pos- 
itive, but they were well-poised and never 
permitted to become peace-disturbing. He 
was fearless when right or truth, or any 
eardinal principle of our people was involv- 
ed, and could stand alone if necessary. In 
conferences and conventions he would some- 
times seem to have little to say. But all 
the proceedings were so clear and well clas- 
sified in his mind that if occasion required, 
he could exhibit strong reserve force and 
meet the call of the moment. Sut where nu 
principle was -at stake, he was tactful to 
harmonize discordant. elements and preserve 
the unity of the spirit. 

Concerning Brother Worley’s last days, an- 
other has said of him: “When death set 
his seal on him, the same indomitable spirit 
that carved his fortune came to him. Inch 
by inch the fight with death was kept up. 
and he, died slowly and calmly. He was 
not, tired of the world and ready to depart 
from mere weariness, for the world seemed 
brighter and happier to him the longer he 
was permitted to enjoy its beauty. His 
home surroundings were pleasant. The com- 
petence he had earned was at his command. 
The church he loved was growing stronger 
and his love for his fellow-members was as 
great aS when a mere handful he struggled 
with them to add to its strength. He was 
not a tired man; he wore out at work. 


Deacon Thomas A. Worley was born near 
Covington, Ohio, March 8, 1828; died, June 
13, ~ 1904. His father was Elder Caleb 
Worley, a prominent pioneer minister of the 
early Christian Church. His mother was 
Elizabeth Adams, daughter, of Captain Ad- 
ams, an officer of the Revolutionary army. 
She was the first white child born in Cin- 
cinnati. Her father was then stationed ‘in 
the fort where now stands the depot of the 
Lebanon and Northern railroad. Deacon 
Worley was married in 1852 to Miss Nancy 
Gibson. Four children were born to them, 
two of whom are living, George .M. Worley. 
the junior member of the firm, and Mrs. 
J. A. Ullery, also a resident of Covington. 
Mrs. Worley died in 1877, and in 1882, Mr. 
Worley was married to Miss Anne Kessler 
who is now left to mourn a devoted and lov- 
ing husband, and who, with~-all the-other 
members of the family, gave to the afflicted 
husband and father the most loving atten- 
tions until Christ summoned his servant 
home. P 

Brother Worley became a member: of the 
Christian Church in 1866, but was active in 
giving and otherwise encouraging the church 
work as early as the -year 1856, when the 
writer and Rev. H. K. McConnell held a very 
successful revival in the Covington church. 
In all his history his time and money were 
freely used for the promotion of the prin- 
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ciples he «loved and for the interests of a 
religious pedple whom he believed to stand 
for the faith as divinely delivered to the 
saints. Though public-spirited and always 
interested in the advancement of the town. 
he had no heart for frequently offered civil 
and political honors. It was ever his pref- 
erence to give his talent and attention 
chiefly to the church and to such work as 
tended. to its spiritual influence and its wel- 
fare. And now, while we mourn the depart- 
ure of our dear brother, let us remember 
that God, who directs his work, knows when 
to call the workers home. So .our brother 


believed, and so believing, he called his son’ 


to his bedside a few days before his death, 
and sald to him for the first time in all his 
months of sickness, and yet of active inter- 
est in all the affairs of the church: “George, 
my work is done!” Soon thereafter, after 
a long and good fight, leaving the benediction 
of his devoted life upon a younger genera- 
tion, who esteemed his councils and loved 
him dearly. His funeral was held in the 
Christian Church at Covington. on Thurs- 
day afternoon, June 16, conducted by the 
pastor, Dr. J. P. Barrett, whose theme was 
The Man in His Relationship to God. 

Dr. Barrett was assisted in the service by 
Rey. W. D. Samuel, of North Manchester, 
Ind., who spoke on His Value to the Local 
Church; Rév. H. Y. Rush, of West Milton, 
on His Relation to the Church at _ Large; 
Rev. W. H. Denison, of Troy, on His Relation 
to the- Miami Conference and the General 
Work. 

Other ministers of the Miami Conference 
present were: Revs. Deyo, Pleasant Hill; A. 
W. Hook, Bradford, Ohio.
